Labor Loses Nearly Half 
the Council Seats It 
Held in 392 Cities and

LONDON (Sunday), Nov. 2 (AP) | 
—Britons, their belts tightened 
and fun cut short, turned on the 
Labor party in municipal elections | 
yesterday and gave the Conserva- | 
tives what tory leaders jubilantly | 
called an “overwhelming” victory. 

The voting was to fill 3266 seats 


on borough councils in 392 cities 
and towns of England and Wales, 
which did not include London. 
On the strength of nearly com- 
plete returns, Labor early today 
had lost nearly half the 1475 So- 
cialist-held seats at stake, general- 
ly to Conservatives and Indepen- 
dents, and had given up control 
of 24 city councils. Conservatives 
more than doubled their previous 


Although a Labor spokesman 
said the setback was only tempo- 
rary, unquestionably Prime Minis- 
ter Attlee’s party suffered its first 
serious defeat since its landslide 
licking of Winston Churchill's 
Conservatives in the 1945 parlia- 
mentary election. 

Labor’s Record the Issue, 

Labor’s performance in a year 
of increasing austerity had been 
made the chief issue in a bitterly 
fought campaign which was fol- 
lowed by what apparently was the 
heaviest balloting in 10 years of 
local elections. 

Returns from 385 of the 392 
municipalities showed: 

Conservatives gained 631 coun- 
cil seats, lost 17; Labor gained 42, 
lost 683; Liberals gained 46, lost 
46; Communists gained none, lost 
nine; Independents gained 170, 
lost 184. 

In the face of the Conservatives’ 


triumphant claim, General Secre-} 


tary Morgan Phillips of the Labor 
party early today said the elec- 
tion results were disappointing 
but “littl more than a tempo- 
rary setback.” 1 

They are due,“ he said, to a 
most expensively organized Tory 
national campaign to exploit the 
nation’s difficulties and short- 
ages.” 

There was little doubt that the 
outcome would strengthen the at- 
tacks of Churchill and his fol- 
lowers on the Government in the 
House of Commons, 

The only place where Labor 
gained control of a new council 
was Lianelly, Welsh coal port, In 
Bootle, Liverpool suburb, Labor 
won equal representation with an 
anti-Labor coalition of Conserva- 
tives and Independents.

CHICAGO, Nov. 1 (AP)—Despite 
some runs on sugar before federal 
price controls were dropped last 
midnight, good supplies of the 
product are available in the re- 
tail stores at no increase in price, 
a survey indicated today. 

A spot check of sugar brokers, 
trade sources and retailers in sev- 
eral representative cities across 
the country gave this picture of 
the sugar situation: No shortages 
exist in any section of the United 
States and no retail price increases 
were put into effect today. Most 
sources said they did not expect 
sugar prices to rise in the near 
future, but there were some iso- 
lated predictions that retail prices 
ultimately would be increased 
from one half cent to two cents

GERMAN JOURNAL 
REBUKED FOR DIG AT 
PRINCESS’S WEDDING

BERLIN, Nov. 1—The British, 
who have stood patiently for a 
good many insults from German 


newspapers, finally have drawn 
the line. It was not any deep po- 
litical issue that touched off the 
outburst, but the forthcoming 
wedding of Princess Elizabeth. 

The Berliner Zeitung published 
an account of the royal nuptials 
in terms of the poor little Cin- 
derella who would be homeless 
without two rooms and a kitchen 
in Windsor Castle and clothing 
gifts from thoughtful subjects. 
There was a lot more aleng sim- 
ilar lines. 

The British found the article 
“most offensive.” So did the Rus- 
sians in whose sector and under 
whose license the paper appears. 
On British protest, the Russians 
rebuked the editor of thé Zeitung, 
officially, and imposed a consid- 
erable fine.” 

In what might be considered a 
backhanded slap at the new 
United States anti-Communist 
propaganda campaign in Ger-

It is the first such description 
to be published. a 

It deals with the case of one in- 
dividual who was summarily dis- 
missed from his State Department 
job. He was regarded by the de- 


partment, on the basis of a report 
from the FBI on the results of 
eight months of shadowing him, 
as a bad security risk. He was not 
accused of disloyalty. 

The name of the individual can- 
not be revealed because, according 
to his associates, he is afraid of 
“reprisals.” They do not say what 
he means by “reprisals.” 

The description of what hap- 


pened to this man comes entirely 
from documents which will be 
quoted here. 

Because the State Department 


never has revealed—even to him— 
the nature of the charges against 
him, there is no way for anyone 
outside the top echelon of the de- 
partment to know just what he did 
or is accused of having done. 
There is no way ‘for anyone 
outside the top echelon to know 
whether the individual is a victim 
of a “witch hunt” or is a man 
guilty of offenses that might war- 
rant even greater punishment 
than dismissal. This article, 
therefore, is not to be construed 
as criticism or defense of the 
State Department’s action or as 
criticism or defense of the record 
of the man involved. 
The Undisputed Facts. 
These are the undisputed facts: 
1. The man worked for the Gov- 
ernment from February 1942 to 
the date he was “severed”—June 
23, 1947. 4 
2. He worked successively for 
the Office of Price Administrar 
tion, the War Production Board, 
the Foreign Economic Adminis- 
tration and the State Department.

$796,853, 140 SPENT ON DOG 
RACES BY BRITISH IN 1946

LONDON, Nov. 1 (AP)—Britons 
wagered at least $246,562,704 more 
on dog races in 1946 than in the 
previous year, the Churches’ Com- 
mittee on Gambling reported to- 

day. 

Pari-mutuel bets totaled 58796, 
853,140 in 1946 compared with 
$550,290,436 in 1945, the commit- 
tee’s report said. The figues are 
based on 60 per cent of the tracks 
which have totalizators and do not 
include betting with bookmakers. 


“The public as yet seems un- 
aware,” the report sttaed, “that

General Assembly again called on 
the Government of South Africa 
tonight to place the territory of 
Southwest Africa under United 
Nations trusteeship. South Africa 
did not comply with a previous 
appeal from the 1946 Assembly. 

The vote was 41 to 10. Britain 
was the only big power to oppose 
the move. The United States and 


Russia joined in support of the 
resolution. 

Australia voted against it- after 
Deputy Prime Minister Herbert 
V. Evatt.told the delegates: “This 
amounts to a censure on a mem- 
ber. government.” 

The ballot came after a Danish 
amendment to water down the 
proposal was accepted. The modi- 
fication struck out a one-year 
time limit for compliance and left 
the Assembly merely expressing 
“hope” that South Africa would 
submit the agreement by next

New Tasty, Low-Cost Burger-Like 


Meatless Dairy 


Food Concoction 


' FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Nov. 1 
(AP)—Development of a low cost 
“burger-like meatless dairy food 
product with a protein content ap- 
proximating that of lean beef was 
announced today by’the University 
of Arkansas. 

The new food, described as 
pleasing to the taste, contains 
dried milk products, yeast and 
other ingredients which the uni- 
versity did not identify. It does 
not contain meat or eggs, it was 
said, 

Dr. Lewis Webster Jones, uni- 
versity president, said the food 
was developed by Dr. Barnett 
Sure, nutritional chemist of the 
College of Agriculture and a dis- 
coverer of vitamin E. 

The product can be used “in any 
recipe calling for ground meat— 
such as croquettes or loaves, or 
combined with spaghetti or vege- 
tables,” the university said.

Dr, Jones said the food has

“great possibilities for use” in the 
food conservation program and 
for overseas shipment because of 
a “low production cost and a great 
nutritional value.” 

Tests at the university's re; 
search laboratories show that the 
food is suitable for canning and 
freezing and large-scale commer- 
cia} output, he said. 

The new product already has 
been served in test meals to more 
than 300 persons, including chil- 
dren and dieticians. Dr. Jones said 
it was planned to serve a test 
meal to a group of Government 
officials this month.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1—The 
United States can aid Europe un- 
der the Marshall plan without 
fracturing the home economy, but 
it would be prudent to place con- 
trols on such essentials as steel 
and grain, 

That is the sense of the report 
received by President Truman to- 
day from his Council of Economic 
Advisers. It quoted “the homely 
truth that ‘you can’t make an ome- 
let without breaking eggs.“

efficient use of transportation 
facilities is necessary. 

2. Restrictions should be im- 
posed on “highly lucrative” 
speculation, as specific commodi- 
ities in short supply should not 
be driven to high price levels by 
speculation that serves no use 
ful function, 

3. General anttinflationary 
measures are indicated. These 
include continuing high taxes, 
reduction in Government 
penditures, encouragement of 
saving, and aggressive use of the 
power to control credit expan- 
sion. 

As soon as possible, the advisers 
said, the Government should pre- 
pare to use each of these ap- 
proaches so that each could de 
placed in effect with minimum de- 
lay. :

Ihreat Against Liquor 
Shutdown in Fee d- 
Europe Campaign. 


‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP)— 
The brewers of the nation began 
a three-month program of shorter 
rations of grain in the fed- 
Europe campaign today while the 
first court threat against the 
liquor industry shutdown was 
lifted. 

„About 450 brewers of beer and 
ale launched a voluntary program 
designed to save 1,000,000 bushels 
of grain a month, under a pledge 
signed by the United States 
Brewers’ Foundation, Inc., and 
the Small Brewers Committee. 

Chairman Charles Luckman of 
the Citizens’ Food Committee 
made a formal announcement of 
the withdrawal of a court proceed- 
ing which would have required a 
Kentucky distillery to keep run- 
ning during the 60-day liquor- 
miaking “holiday.” 

A court order had held that the 
committee had no authority to 
close the Heaven Hill Distilleries, 
Inc., and ordered the Bardstown 
(Ky.) firm to remain open and 
make whiskey deliveries under its 
contract with a. sales company, 
the Heaven Hills Distributing 
Corp. of Los Angeles, which 
brought the suit. 

Statement of Sales Firm. 

Today Luckman announced that 
Oliver Jacobson, president of the 
distributing company, telephoned 
the committee in Washington and 
au this statement: “In the 
best interests of the President's 
food conservation program, we 
have voluntarily call you and 
have offered to withdraw legal 
action and to close the distillery 
immediately.” 

Luckman previously announced 
that the liquor shutdown, which 
began a week ago, had met per 
cent compliance from the whisky 
and industrial alcohol distilling in-

Suit was filed in Circuit Court 
yesterday to declare legally dead 
two sisters believed to have been 
kilied in a Nazi concentration 
camp and to distribute an $11,500 
trust fund which had been left 
them. 

The fund was left by Charles

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DICTED HOT SPRINGS

Shifting of Trials of McLaugh- 
lin and Rowland to State 
| Court Upheld. 


The appeal of former Mayor Leo 
P. McLaughlin and former City 
Attorney Jay Rowland of Hot 
Springs, Ark., from a ruling of 
United States District Court. in 
Arkansas remanding their trials on 
charges of misconduct in office 
and bribery respectively, to the 
Arkansas state courts was dis- 
missed yesterday by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals in 
St. Louis.

DETROIT, Nev. 1 (AP)—Vice- 
president R. J. Thomas refused 
today to sign a non- Communist 
affidavit along with other mem- 
bers of the CIO United Auto 


Workers executive board. 


Scorning the Taft-Hartley act, 
Thomas said he had “no inten- 
tion” of giving the required oath 
‘that he is not a Communist. 

The immediate effect of his ac- 
tion was not clear. The refusal, 
however, led him into dispute 
with fellow unionists over his 
rights under the union’s constitu- 
tion. 

At the same time the rights of 
the union’s 850,000 members to 
benefits from the National Labor 
Relations Board remained uncer- 
tain. Under the Taft-Hartley act 
the NLRB is inaccessible to 
unions whose officers fail to sign 
affidavits. 

Thomas, a former UAW presi- 
dent, was alone among the 23 
members of the UAW board to 
announce a refusal to sign. 

Less than 24 hours after Union 
President Walter P. Reuther had 
announced the executive board's 
reluctant decision to comply with 
the law, Thomas joined heads, of 
the AFL United Mine Workers 
and the CIO Steel Workers in 
their refusal. to heed the rule,

Jam hereby informing you 
that as international vice presi- 
dent of the UAW-CIO I have no 
intention of and will not sign 
such affidavit,” he said in a tele- 
gram to NLRB Chairman Paul 
Herzog and General Counsel 
Robert Denham.

Latest of the 
“smoke-filled room” deals to come 
to light is the “trade agreement” 
between France and Costa Rica, 
now causing the deadlock in the 
four-way contest for two vacant 
Trusteeship Council seats. 


French interest in the important 
‘election is readily evident. Exten- 
sive colonies in Africa and else- 
where are sources of discord and 
Gnrest, and those problems may in 
time be presented to the Trustee- 
ship Council for consideration. 
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Thus the attitudes of members on 
the affairs in colonial territories 
are of vital concern to France.

Convention Head Named. 
R. Mayne Albright of Raleigh, 
C., former director of the 
United States Employment Service 
in North Carolina, was named 
permanent convention chairman 
at the convention yesterday. Al- 
bright recently resigned the post 
of executive director of the Fed- 
eralists in North Carolina after 
he was nominated as the Demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of 
that state. 

Delegates yesterday adopted a 
resolution calling for acceptance 
of membership in the World Move- 
ment for World Federal Govern- 
ment, to which organigations in 27 
other nations now belong. The 
World Movement had headquar- 
ters at Geneva, Switzerland. 

In a joint broadcast over Radio 
Station KSD, John D. McCutch- 
eon, St. Louig investment broker 
and a member of the executive 
council of the United World Fed- 
eralists, and Cord Meyer Jr., 
president of the organization, dis- 
cussed the objectives it is striving 
to achieve. 

Meyer, who was assistant’ to 
former Minnesota Gov. Harold 
Stassen at the San Francisco Con- 
ference in 1945 when the United 
Nations Charter was drafted, said 
in an interview shortly after his 
arrival in St. Louis, he considered 
the United Nations, as now or- 
ganized, inadequate. 

As proof of this statement he 
pointed to “the present struggle 
between the United States and 
Russia for political and economic 
power and for control of the 
world.” 

War Threat Used as Tool. 

“Each nation,” he said, “is us- 
ing the threat of war as a diplo- 
matic tool and the race to make 
each nation a military garrison is 
creating mutual fear and distrust 
and giving in habitants a feeling 
of insecurity.” 

A system of world government 
would enforce a reduction arma- 
ments, prohibit large military 
forces and through a world police

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SINGS WITH SYMPHONY 


Most Impressive in Mozart 
and Verdi Arias—Splendid 
Performance by Orchestra. 


By THOMAS B. 

Eleanor Steber, the American 
soprano, made her first public ap- 
pearance in St, Louis last night 
when she sang as guest artist with 
the St. Louls Symphony Orches- 
tra at Kiel Auditorium. A sympa- 
thetic and discriminating use of a 
naturally appealing voice made 
her performance a decided musi- 
cal success; a striking costume 
and a generally affecting appear- 
ance completed the favorable im- 
pression, . 

In the two groups of operatic 
arias which she sang before and 
after the intermission she was 
most impressive in the music 
which called for the greatest con- 
centration and greatest sensitivity 
of inflection. The first of these 
was “Deh Vieni, non Tardar” from 
Mozart's Marriage of Figaro” a 
love song of the most consummate 
poignancy—even though light in 
mood—and one whose values must 
be expressed within narrow dy- 
namic limits. Miss Steber’s finely 
modelled projection of this aria 
made use of the full beauty of 
her voice, which has both sub- 
stance and flexibility; it was at 
the same time a stylish and intel- 
lectually sound interpretation. 

She also caught the pathos of 
Desdemona’s “Ave Maria” from 
Verdi's “Otello” and gave a beau- 
tifully rounded performance of 
“Leise, Leise” from Weber’s “Der 
Fresichutz.” Two Puccini arias, 
“One Fine Day” from “Madame 
Butterfly” 
Song from “La Boheme” were less 
interesting. Nor was the synchro- 
nization of orchestra and soloist 
at all good in these numbers. The 
accompaniments supplied for the 
others were tactfully restrained, 
but at the same time were a gen- 
uine contribution toward a reali- 
zation of the music. . 

Miss Steber received an enthusi- 
astic ovation and sang two en- 
cores. 

The orchestra under the direc- 
tion of Viadimir Golschmann re- 
sponded to the rich, variegated 
and high coloring in the Mous- 
sorgsky-Ravel “Pictures at an Ex- 
position“ with a virtuoso perform- 
ance, The strings had their usual 
warmth and plasticity but with a 
solidity of impact that had not 
been quite achieved in the two 
first concerts. Solo instruments— 
particularly the English horn— 
were also at their best. 

Bach’s Suite in B Minor for 
Flute and Strings, with which the 
concert began, impressed the lis- 
tener by its dignity and its 
warmth of expression, all achieved 
without any sensational use of 
dynamics. Albert N. Tipton the 


j flutist, phrased his solo passages 


with distinction. 

The third all-orchestral number, 
also thoroughly well played was 
Bernard  Wagenaar’s Song of 
Mourning.” The harmonic charac- 


ter was rich, the instrumental col- 


oring rather impressionistic, and 
the material had character. Al 
together it was a concert where 
all concerned were at a high pitch 
of vitality and were in good form 
technically. It will be repeated 
this afternoon peginning at 3:30.

He Joined S. S. Troops

and Musetta's Waltz. 


made 15 to 20 radio propaganda 
transcriptions for the Nazis. 
About 10 of them, he said, were 
written by the husband of a for- 
mer St. Louis woman, Mrs. Kath- 
ryn Bussman DuVair, and were 
directed at United States troops in 
Europe, Their contents included 
such Nazi propaganda lines as the 
Communist menace, Jewish-Wall 
Street control of the United States, 


and the necessity of joint action 
to preserve western civilization. 

Monti said he wrote some of his 
own scripts. He wrote six, he said, 
which he had suggested himself. 
They dealt with Allied bombing of 
Germany, and were approved by 
the Germans, he asserted, because 
they repeated the German conten- 
tion that the Allies were “murder- 
ing innocent civilians” and be- 
cause they purportedly showed 
the strength of German morale. 
Actually, he said, he wrote them 
in order to tell United States mon- 
itors subtly how effective the 
bombing had been. They were in- 
tended to be broadcast to the 
United States. 

In addition, Monti said he wrote 
and broadcast one script telling of 
Russian atrocities he was taken 
to see in a portion of Hungary 
which had been recaptured from 
the Russians temporarily. 

He joined the g. ., he contended, 
only to get away from Berlin in 
April, 1945, when the Russians 
were nearing the city. After en- 
listing one morning, he related, he 
was issued a uniform, given travel 
orders-to a German radio station 
in Milan, and left that afternoon 
on the last train out of Berlin. 

Beginning of U. 8. Inquiry. 

The current investigation was 
begun, Monti declared, after some 
of the persons he had known in 
Berlin were brought to this coun- 
try for the treason trials of Doug- 
las Chandler and Robert Best. 
They apparently told Department 
of Justice investigators he was a 
Nazi, Monti said, 

„J let those people think I was 
a Nazi in order to gain their con- 
fidence,” he declared. “I don’t 
like Communism and I don't like 
Russia, but I couldn't be a Nazi. 
Even without the philosophy, it 
would have been impossible for 
practical reasons. I just couldn’t 
become a German overnight.” 

He related his experiences after 
he had been captured. Following 
perfunctory interrogation at sev- 
eral prisoner of war camps, he 
was sent to the main German 
camp for captured American air- 
men at Wetzler, Germany. There, 
like other American prisoners, he 
was kept in solitary confinement 
for long periods, he said. 

“Sometimes a guard would take 
me out alone for a walk in the 
woods,” he related. “We used to 
hear about other prisoners who 
were taken for similar walks. The 
guard would come back alone, and 
say that he had been forced to 
shoot the prisoner when he tried 
to escape.” | 

Nazis Sounded Out Views. 

“During interrogation there, the 
Germans learned of my intense 
hatred of Communism and Rus- 
sia,” Monti went on. “They sound- 
ed me out about making propa- 
ganda broadcasts. * 

“In a subtle way, they made 
some threats. I was told ‘it would 
be advisable’ if I did the broad- 
casting. I agreed, and let them 
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think I had become a Nazi, After 
all, they had the guns. 

“T was sent to Berlin, where, 
after being confined for several 
weeks in a prisoner of war camp, 
I was given civilian clothes and 
lived as a civilian on civilian ra- 
tions. A pistol was issued to me. 

“At first, I worked for the Ger- 
man Army and lived in what had 
been a home for the blind near 
Berlin, without guard. We were 
told the blind persons had been 
killed when food began to get 
scarce. 

“Later, DuVair began propa- 
ganda broadcasts for the 8.8, and 
took me with him. Then I lived 
in a room in a private home in 
Berlin. I was paid 100 marks for 
each broadcast. 

„I was in Berlin for about four 
months, During that time, I only 
left once, when I was taken down 
to Hungary. 

“In April, the Russians began 
to get close. We had heard about 
Americans who had gone into 
Russian territory and ‘disap- 
peared,’ so I decided to leave. Be- 
cause of the controls on travel, 
I had to have a uniform in order 
to get away.” 

Urged to Join the 8.8. 

With a friend, a German who 
had lived in the United States for 
many years and had returned to 
Germany before the war, Monti 
went to an 8.S. recruiting office 
and enlisted, he said, or #@V- 
eral months previously, his ac- 
quaintances in Berlin had been 
toe to convince him to join the 


With his travel orders for Milan 
and his S.S. uniform, Monti 
he. got as far as the Italian 
der by train, and made the 
of the trip by Army truck. 
arrived in Milan just as the 
was ending and the Italian parti- 
sans were taking control of north- 
ern Italy. 

Captured By Partisans. 

„I was captured by the parti- 

sans,” he related. “With some 
German soldiers and marines, I 
was held in a building the parti- 
sans had taken over for a prison 
on the outskirts of the city. Milan 
was in an uproar, there was shoot- 
ing going on all the time—and 
with that uniform on I didn't 
know whether I would be better 
off to stay where I was or try 
to find some Americans. 
“Finally I decided to take the 
insignia off the uniform and es- 
cape. One night I managed to 
get through an unlocked window 
while the guards weren't watch- 
ing, climbed over several walls, 
and set out toward the city. After 
I had arrived in town, I was cap- 
tured again by a different group 
of partisans — Communists this 
time. 

“I can speak Italian because I 
lived there for several months in 
1938 and 1939. I told the second 
group of partisans I was an es- 
caped prisoner of war. One of 
them hung some red ribbons on 
me and took me into town with 
him, It was the day Mussolini 
was strung up in public. Suddenly 
there was some more firing, and 
the both the man with me and I 
dived into a house for shelter. 
When the shooting stopped, I 


came back into the street but the 


man I was with was gone. I found 

some Americans celebrating the 

liberation, and joined them. 
15-Year Term Commuted. 

After his return to the United 
States Army, Monti was court- 
martialed and received the 15-year 
sentence for going absent without 
leave and taking the plane. When 
his sentence was commuted, one 
of the conditions was that he 
should re-enlist as a private. 

He was sent to Eglin Field, Fla., 
where he served as a Link trainer 
instructor. He was officially sep- 
arated from the Army last April, 
Monti said, and had just complet- 
ed his terminal leave when he re- 
ceived a telegram ordering him 
to return to Eglin. 

The Department of Justice, hav- 
ing learned of his activities in Ger- 
many, had asked the Army to hold 
him, he said. For the last two 
months, he has been a chaplain’s 
assistant at the field, coming here 
on furlough about once a month. 

Monti’s version of the circum- 
stances of his capture differed 
from that previously published. 
He repeated the story that he had 
become bored at Karachi, hitch- 
hiked by plane to Naples, where 
he had taken an unarmed P-38 
photographic reconnaissance plane 
which was sitting idly on a fight- 
er strip, and then flew toward 
the front. 


“T wanted to get in some fly- 
ing time,” Monti said. “It had

“I thought I could find Naples 
all right, just by flying down the 
coast, he related, but the 
weather got bad and I got lost. 
After flying south for a while, 


the gas in the plane began to run 


low. I thought I was over Allied 
territory, so I looked for a place 
to land. When I saw an air strip 
below me, I came down. It 
turned out to be an abandoned 
fighter strip which was still held 
by the Germans.” 


Previously, it had been reported 
that Monti’s plane had been shot 
down, and that he had parachuted 
to the ground. 


DuVair, Monti said, was killed 
in the last weeks preceding Ger- 
many’s surrender. Mrs. DuVair, 
who is alleged to have partici- 
pated in propaganda broadcasts 
in Berlin during the war, is the 
daughter of H. T. Bussmann, 3307 
Sullivan avenue. 


In 1935, she married Pierre de 
La Ney, a former St. Louis Catho- 
lic priest, who won high honors 
when a student at the American 
College in Rome, After serving as 
assistant pastor at the Church of 
Our Lady Help of Christians in 
the eary 1930s, he went to France 
to enlist in the French Army.

U.N. 46 ASSEMBLY 
MEETING EXPECTED 
TO BE IN EUROPE 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Nov. 1 
| (AP)—The United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly probably will hold 
its 1948 session in Paris, Geneva 
or Brussels, an _ authoritative 
source said today. 

Temporary shifting of U. N. ac- 
tivities from the United States for 
the two- or three-month period 
Was regarded by this source as 
virtually certain with selection of 
‘the European site the only issue 
to be settled. 

France formally proposed last 

Thursday that the assembly move 
to Europe for its 1948 session. 
| Secretary-General Trygve Lie is 
understood to have quietly given 
his consent to the European plan. 
' Delegates are expected to vote 
the transfer during the closing 
days of the current session, prob- 
‘ably late this month. 
| U.N. officials estimate it will 
cost about $1,500,000 more to hold 
the Assembly in Europe than 
here, where all facilities are avail- 
able. Britain was understood. to 
be opposed to the move in line 
with her general argument against 
Increased expenses. However, Eu- 
ropean countries have not over- 
looked the. opportunity to con- 
serve dollars by moving out of 
the United States. 
On the basis of cost, Geneva 
would appear to have the best 
chance. The U.N. now utilizes old 
League of Nations buildings there. 
On the other hand, the shortage 
ot Swiss francs* may discourage 
some delegations. 

Paris also will be a strong can- 
didate.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (UP)— 
The Department of Labor said to- 
day that the purchasing power of 
the average factory worker with 


three dependents has declined! 


since 1942, but on Sept. 1 was still 


of 1939. 
The department said that av- 


January this year bought $29.75 
worth of goods at 1939 prices. By 
Sept. 1, earnings had risen ta 
$47.61 but in terms of 1939 buying 
power they had dropped to $29.58, 
or 17 cents. This $29.58 purchas- 
ing power was $5.96 above the 
$23.62 buying power of the 1939 
average weekly earnings. 


It was lower, however, than the 
average factory worker’s purchas- 
ing power in the five preceding 
years, The department gave these 
comparisons, all still based on pur- 
chasing power of $23.62 a week in 
1939: 1940, $24.75; 1941, $27.67; 
1942, $30.96; 1943, $33.30; 1944, 
$34.89; 1945, $33.08, and 1946, $30.78. 


The net spendabl® weekly earn- 
ings were computed by the de- 
partment after deducting social 
security and income taxes. Fig- 
ures for each period then were 
converted by the department into 
purchasing power in terms of 1939 
dollars.

“6. When I returned the fol- 
lowing morning to collect my per- 
sonal belongings, the administra- 
tive officer told — to get me out 
of the office. To this day I have 
not gained access to my desk to 
clear out my personal goods. 

“7. Reaction among my  col- 
leagues and superiors was one of 
bewilderment, consternation and 
resentment against the pro- 
cedure, ... 

“8. I sent a letter on June 30, 
1947, to Mr. — protesting the ac- 
tion and asking for a fair hear- 
ing. So far I have recéiwed no 
reply. 

“9. Shortly after the dismissal 
r. —— of the personnel divis- 
ion of the department telephoned 
me to appear within a day before 
a committee of three, including 
himself, to make a_ statement. 
When I asked him what the 
charges were on which to base the 
statement, he read me the depart- 
ment’s press release. When I ap- 
peared before the panel the next 
day .. . they said they would 
neither ask nor ariswer questions. 
I was to say anything I pleased 
I spoke for about a half an 
hour, stating that I was innocent 
of anything which could reflect on 
my loyalty. I also requested an 
interview with Mr. Marshall. 

Marshall Statement. 

“10. A news article appeared 
about the next day in The Wash- 
ington Post in which Mr. Marshall 
stated that all 10 dismissed per- 
sons knew why they were dis- 
missed and that none had ap- 
pealed to him personally.

Ed- 
itorials in The Washington Post 
on July 5 u and 11 severely criti- 
cized the department for the arbi- 
trary dismissal of the 10 persons.

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stantial doubt exists as to their 
security. In a few of these cases, 
other administrative considera- 
tions entered into the decision to 
terminate the employes con- 
cerned.” 


Mr. Robinson went on to say 
that Mr. Blank, as he will be 
called hereafter, could say any- 
thing he wanted for the record 
since the law did not prohibit his 
employment by any other Govern- 
ment agency. He emphasized, how- 
ever, that the proceedings were 
final as far as the department was 
concerned, Enough of the subse- 
quent talk at the “hearing” is pre- 
sehted herewith to give the flavor 
of the proceedings. 
“Delighted to Listen.” 

Mr. Robinson: “—and so we are 
delighted to listen to any state- 
ment that you care to make on 
that basis.” 

Mr. Blank: “As I told Mr. Jean 
when he phoned me yesterday, it 
is very difficult to make a state- 
ment as I am completely bewil- 
dered by what it’s about... 1 
did have the opportunity of be- 
ing called by the department se- 
curity people, I think for about 
12 hours of detailed questioning 
at whith I believe I supplied most 
of the information 

“IT really, frankly don’t know 
what to say, since I don’t know 
what the charges are. . I mean, 
I can make a general statement 
as to what I think my own loyalty 
position is, I have no doubt in my 
own mind as to my own loyalty, I 
don’t think I have ever been 
tempted in that direction or ever 
committed any act that would be 
eonsidered disloyal to the Govern- 
ment.

On the 
other hand, I'd suggest that you 
might think back over your own 
Career and perhaps in your own 
mind delve into some of the fac- 
tors that have gone into your 
career which you think might 
have been subject to question, and 
see what they are and see 
whether you'd like to explain or 
make any statement with regard 


to any of them— that is about the 


best I can do as far as helping 
you along that line.” : 
Mr. Blank: “Well, as you ap- 
preciate, I have been thinking 
about anything in my career in 
the past that could be subject to 
question and I, frankly, don’t see 


anything. I think there is some-

They ques 
tioned me in detail about certain 
people I knew, people I had 
worked with, mainly, at FEA and 
WPB.

I mean, I once helped edit a pam- 
phiet on “What Price Milk?” 
which criticized milk companies 
for their large profits. My whole 
career has been in teaching and 
working. It is extremely difficult 
for me to make any statement. I 
wish you gentlemen could help 
me by asking questions. I realize 
you are tied down by a law.”

The Council was created to cope 
with a present crisis and to deal 
with serious long-range problems. 
FAO experts say the world faces 
a most critical food emergency 
throughout 1947-48. The 1947 har- 
vest failed to produce as much 
food as expected and a lot of 
other conditions combined to 
make holes in the world’s bread- 
basket. Two of the world’s most

Some Difficulties. 


Consider the bread grains first.

STRIFE SETS BACK PAKISTAN, 
INDIA IN CRITICAL MONTHS 


New Dominions, However, Are Undaunted 
—Governments Going Ahead With Plans 
for Benefits Under Freedom. 


By G. MILTON KELLY 

NEW DELHI, Nov. 1 (AP) — 
The new dominions of Pakistan 
and India, born hostile to one an- 
other, have found their first two 
and a half months of freedom 
marked by bloody strife amon 
their intermingled’ peoples an 
now the partisans of each are 
locked in combat in Kashmir. - 

The booming guns of 2000 Mos- 
lem invaders of Kashmir, who are 
accused by India of attempting 
to seize the government of that 
princely state, and the return fire 
of Indian army planes and Sikh 
troops present a grim picture very 
much resembling fights in other 
lands which have precipitated 
wars. 

No responsible person really be- 
lieves either dominion wants or 
will go to war, or even could sup- 
port one, This has been said re- 
peatedly and publicly by the high- 
est officials on each side. 

Instead of war, most informed 
observers and officials foresee an 
indefinite period of trouble and 
crisis which will continue to han- 
dicap seriously the efforts of the 
two new countries to get on their 
feet. No one pretends to foresee 
how long it will be before Hindu 
or Sikh may travel unafraid 
through Pakistan, or Moslem 
through India. 

Delay in Administrative Work. 


The months which both domin- 
ions hoped to spend writing their 
constitutions, perfecting their ad- 
ministrations and trying to raise 
the living standards of illiterate 
and undernourished millions have 
been devoted instead to quelling 
communal rioting which has killed 
hundreds of thousands of Hindus, 
Sikhs and Moslems. 

Food shortages threaten to as- 
sume famine proportions in some 
sections due to crop failures, Yet 
food must be diverted to feed 
fighting forces whose requirements 
are greater than the average civil- 
ian’s. Railway rolling stock must 


be diverted for troop and refugee 
movements when it is needed to 
distribute food and essentials to 
the shortage areas. In addition, 
crops have been wasted in the 
fields in many places while the 
peasants fought or fled. 

The movement of refugees both 
ways across the border from riot 


areas, Officialfy estimated at 10,- 
„000 persons, has put a heavy 
burden on transport, imposed a 
new drain on food, medical and 
military resources and left a heri- 
tage of added bitterness. 
Wherever the refugees settle in 
number, the tension is acute, and 
there is fear that they will take 
vengeance on the minorities about 
them whose majority brethren on 
the other side of the boundary 
were so cruel to them. |

DROP IN INSTALLMENT CREDIT 
REPORTED AS CONTROLS END 


‘WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (AP)— 
A slowdown in the growth of in- 
stallment credit showed up today 
in a Federal Reserve Board re- 
port. Government controls over in- 
stallment, buying terms end at 
midnight tonight. 

The board reported that the 
volume of installment credit, 
steadily mounting toward the 
six billion dollar record 
achieved just before Pearl Har- 
bor, rose another $113,000,000 in 
September to a total of $5,298,- 
000,000. However, this rise was 
much smaller than the average in- 
crease of $168,000,000 a month over 
the last 12 months, possibly indi- 
cating that prospective buyers 
were waiting for the end of cred- 
it controls tonight with the hope 
of getting easier credit terms. 

These controls, which Congress 
may be asked to reinstate, gen- 
erally have required one-third 
down payment and completion of 
payment within 15 months on au- 
tomobiles, refrigerators, washing 
machines, etc.

latest issue of J. G. Taylor 

Spink’s Sporting News, the

993,986 LIQUOR CACHE 
FOUND IN ORLAROMA 


Whisky Stored Under Barn 
in Cement-Lined Cave With 
Hydraulic Lift. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 1 (AP) 
— Oklahoma police officers last 
night uncovered an elaborate un- 
derground cave containing liquor 
valued at $53,586 in one of the 
largest anti-liquor raids conducted 
in this legally dry state. 

The underground vault in which 
the 496 cases of whisky were 
stored, was found seven and one- 
half miles south of Guthrie. The 
cement-lined cave, excavated un- 
der a barn filled with straw, was 
equipped with an automatic hy- 
draulic lift and measured 40 feet 
by 20 feet and was about 12 feet 
high. 

Grady Muse and Percy Borden, 
Oklahoma City detectives, said the 
raid, for them, ended three weeks 
of intensive investigation. They 
said they had followed known 
whisky delivery men to the vicin- 
ity of the barn several times. 

Acting on information provided 
by Borden and Muse, I. J, Hil- 
bert, Oklahoma City police chief, 
called on state officials to aid in 
the raid. 

The barn is located on land 
owned by N. C. Miller. Miller 
said he had leased the building 
to Buford Marsh, Oklahoma coun- 
ty officers said Marsh has a police 
record of liquor law violations. 

Entrance to the underground 
cache wag the cement and steel 
top of a hydraulic lift which fitted 
even with the concrete floor of 
the barn. The top of the lift was 
covered with straw bales when 
the officers arrived. | 

Difficulty in locating a we 
which operated the lift kept the 
railers from entering the cave for 
nearly six hours. 

The officers said cases of whisky 
took up more than half the room. 

Officers found a set of books in 
the cave containing figures on the 
number of cases which had been 
shipped in and out ef the cave 
during the last three months.

have no more influence on Soviet foreign 
policy today than they did under the 
Czars. But in considering future policy, 
we must not ignore them. They are, I 
believe, our hope. I cannot believe that 
the Russian peasant, who fought with 
such valor to defend his own home and 
land, really wants to impose foreign rule 
on people like himself. I cannot believe 
that the Russian worker, who only a few 
years ago emerged from conditions ap- 
proaching slavery, would knowingly de- 
prive other workers in other lands of their 
freedom. 

I once said “there is no iron curtain 
that the aggregate sentiments of mankind 
cannot penetrate.” I believe that. And I 
also believe there is a reasonable chance 
that we have enough time to our disposal 
to bring these sentiments to bear on the 
people and the leaders of the Soviet 
Union. 

I also have said that “we must guard 
against the belief that delays or setbacks 
in achieving our objective make armed 
conflict inevitable.“ It is one of the beliefs 
held by the Soviet leaders that makes our 
task so difficult. But we will never be 
able to rid them or the rest of the world 
of that belief if we ourselves become its 
victims.

It is a course that fquires dedication to 
the principle of collective action, It re- 
quires courage.

Ever since the war ended in Europe, 
we have had reason for concern in the 
Soviet attitude toward Greece and Turkey. 

The gallant Greeks, by their heroic 
stand against the Italians and later the 
Nazis, won the admiration of liberty-lov- 
ing people the world over. Unfortunate- 
ly, the withdrawal of enemy troops did not 
bring the difficulties and sufferings of the 
Greek people to ah end. Almost immedi- 
ately they were confronted with civil war. 

The Greek Government believed the at- 
tacks were inspired, and certainly encour- 
aged, by the Soviet satellites. 

British troops finally took a hand and 
But since the summer of 
1945, there has been unrest in Greece, 
wuerrilla warfare in the areas adjoining Al- 
bania, Yugoslavia and Bulgaria has kept the 
Greek Army occupied and prevented the 
restoration of the shattered economy of 
Greece. 

The Greek Government halides that guer- 
rilla troops trained in Yugoslavia, Albania 
and Bulgaria cross the border and, after 
raiding a community, return to foreign ter- 
ritory. 

This belief has been supported, in part at 
least, by the findings of the UnMed Nations 
Balkan Commission of Investigation. The 
guerrillas are assisted by Greek Commu- 
nists.

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Great Danger in Hysteria 

But it would do irreparable harm to historic 
American principles, on which our free life is 
based, if this attitude developed into an uncon- 
trolled hysteria. This is a danger today no 
less than the Communist menace itself. 

‘We do not need to support the ends of the 
Communists in even the slightest degree to say 
that their right to a place in free elections in a 
democratic society is a protection of the politi- 
cal rights of all groups, latge as well as small. 

Why should a citizen who does not want free- 
dom be allowed to enjoy the benefits of a free 
society? Zechariah Chafee Jr., professor of law 
at Harvard, gives the answer in “Government 
and Mass Communication,” his notable study for 
the Hutchins Commission on Freedom of the 
Press: “You cannot frame any law which would 
pick out such a man for punishment without at 
the same time hitting many others.” 

What applies to individuals applies also to 
political parties. ‘ 


Dissent Would Be Imperiled 


Were the United States to ban the Communist 
party, a precedent would be set for similar ac- 
tion against other minority groups as they fell 
from favor. Dissent would become perilous and 
the American nation would lose the freedom of 
conscience and expression which has been the 
very heart of our way of life. Moreover, we 
would lose the leaven out of our political 
system. ‘ 

The history of our parties makes this clear. 
We have a two-party system, but the major par- 


ties have changed from time to time. Also they 
have regularly, adopted, as their own the 


ideas of the minority parties. Lincoln’s Repub- 
lican party was a small, dissident group before 
the 1860 eléction, formed because the major 
parties, including the now forgotten Whigs, had 
failed on the issue of slavery. 

The Populist party did not elect James B. 
Weaver as President in 1892, but it did campaign 
for a graduated income tax, postal savings banks, 
regulation of corporate practices and action 
generally by government to redress the “grievous 
wrongs inflicted on the suffering poor.” 


Minor Parties as Seedbed 
To read the Populist platform after half a cen- 
tury is to hear the outcry of a small band which 


lost the battle but in the end, whether they lived 
to know it or not, won the war. 


The Progressive party of the LaFollettes in 
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Wisconsin, and on the broader base of a national 
effort in 1924, is another case in point. Almost 
everything the elder LaFollette advocated as a 
lone voice in the forepart of this century has 
been enacted by the major parties. Norman 


Thomas has complained, and with no little jus- 


tice, that the Republicans and Democrats have 
stolen regularly from the Socialist platforms. 

These groups have been the seedbed of ideas. 
They have kept our parties astir when the old- 
line bosses would have lulled them to slumber. 
In short, the minority parties have given life to 
American politics.

What the Supreme Court Said 


Here is what the court said in the Schneider- 
man case, involving the disputed citizenship of 
a native of Russia, who was Communist party 
secretary in California: ' 

We should not hold that petitioner . 
(Schneiderman) is not attached to the Con- 
stitution by reason of his possible belief in 
the creation of some form of world union of 
Soviet republics, unless we are willing so to 
hold in regard to those who believe in Pan- 
Americanism, the League of Nations, Union 
Now, or some other form of international 
collaboration or collective security. A dis- 
tinetion here would be an invidious one 
based on the fact that we might agree with 
or tolerate the latter, but dislike or disagree 
with the former. : 

We should let our judgments be guided, 
so far as the law permits, by the spirit of 
freedom and tolerance in which our nation 
was founded, and by a desire to secure the 
g of liberty in thought and action 
Certainly the Supreme Court would never 

agree to outlawing the Communist party or any 
other party unless it could be shown that its 
place on the ballot created “a clear and present 
danger,” to quote the formula established by 
Justice Holmes in the Schenck case in 1919. Ob- 


viously, no such danger is created. 


Martyrs Made by Suppression 


The rule of the court today is to follow the 
classic words of the same jurist in the Schwim- 
mer case dissent: 


If there is any principle of the Constitu- 
tion that more imperatively calls for attach- 
ment than any other, it is the principle of 
free thought—not free thought for those 
who agree with us but freedom for the 
thought that we hate. 


Outlawing the Communist party would have 
two main results. One would be to make mar- 
tyrs out of Americans who have been members 
of the party. The other would be to drive them 
underground. It is infinitely better that. they 
be on the ballot, polling a handful of votes, than 
that they be conducting all their operations out 
of sight, where they must be spied upon. 

Outlawing of the party would be no help to 
the FBI and other agencies which are charged 
with keeping on the trail of subversive activity 
and enemy agents. On the contrary, it would 
create additional work which would detract from 
present work which is imperative. There are 
laws against criminal conspiracy, espionage, 
treason and other unfaithful acts. These have 
been used to punish persons who were proved 
disloyal. They are protection enough for a vigi- 
lant Government. 


J. Edgar Hoover’s Position : 


In fact, it was none other than J. Edgar 
Hoover, head of the FBI, who caused the defeat 
last March of a proposal to outlaw the Com- 
munist party. After Mr. Hoover’s testimony 
before a congressional committee, nothing more 
was heard of the bill for the rest of the session. 
His advice was against taking “any course which 
would give the Communists cause to portray and 
pity themselves as martyrs.” 

The most frightening thing about the Com- 
munists, as the Washington Post said recently, 
“is not so much what they can do to us, but 
what we can do to ourselves if we listen to the 
counsel of the witch hunters.” 

In the time of emergency, there is all the 
more reason for people to keep their heads. The 
American people will not do it by following 
after the hysterical shouters for suppression of 
Communists, They will keep their heads if they 
remain true to the great principle of Voltaire, 
vibrant and inspiring after two centuries: I 
disapprove of what you say, but I will defend 
to the death your right to say it.” = = 

Let us not outlaw the Communist party. Let 
us instead triumph over Communism. .

incongruous style that is!) How can this imita- 
tion of the old theologians speak out the ideals 
of pragmatic America? Because its builders do 
not really use the language of the great era to 
which Henry Adams gave his heart, nor that of 
their own time, it fails even as a contemporary 
protest ‘against gadgeteering. 

Unfortunately, the early twentieth century pro- 
test against such “dead hand” architecture over- 
reached itself. As Lewis Mumford said, it iden- 
tified itself too closely with Cubism in painting. 
And, in accepting LeCorbusier’s dictum that the 
modern house is a machine for living, it placed 
too much accent on the machine and too little 
on living. But this rigorism is now softening. 


Mechanics is being regarded more and more 
as an aid to architecture, not as its end, The 
comfort and pleasure of the householder again 
are being emphasized. He is no longer forced 
to accommodate himself to the house, nor is 
the house imposed on its surroundings. There is 
a better feeling for the fitness of things, a feel- 
ing which Frank Lloyd Wright had in mind— 
but which was ignored at Missouri—when he re- 
cently wrote: “Why plant more Oxford-Gothic 
on the plains of Oklahoma? Let us mimic no 
more.. . . Organic buildings are always of the

Useless Woman 


EAST SIDE, WEST SIDE, by Marcia Davenport. (Charles 
Scribner's Sons, New York.) 


Marcia Davenport's life of Mozart, which 
was, published in 1932, received unusual ac- 
claim for a first book. A few years later 
she wrote a novel, “Of Lena Geyer,” about 
music and musicians. The child of two 
famous musicians, Efrem Zimbalist and 
Alma Gluck, she knew her background 
thoroughly, and the novel was very suc- 
cessful. “The Valley of Decision,” which 
appeared in 1942, was not about musicians, 
but it, too, quickly became a best-seller. 

Much jess successful is Miss Davenport’s 
newest book. It is the story of seven days 
in the life of Jessie Bourne, a woman of 
nearly middle age, who meets, loves, and 
parts with a brigadier general home tem- 
porarily from occupation duties in Europe. 

The heroine is one of the most useless 
women of recent fiction, If it had been 
Miss Davenport's purpose to show her chief 
character as the social parasite she is, we 
could have accepted her, but there is more 
than a little hint that the author genuinely 
likes her. 

Gen. Mark Dwyer is a somewhat more 
real and convincing character. He is por- 
trayed at his best relating stories of the 
war to his relatives in a First avenue pork 
store. There are many other characters 
who figure in the story but who make no 
real impression. 

In their blurb on the jacket the publish- 
ers say that present-day New York lives in 
the pages of this novel. In reality it is 
only a small part of New York which gets 
into these pages. Jessie, whose apartment 
overlooks the East river, rarely goes west 
of Fifth avenue, except for the theater, 
and there is almost as frequent mention of 
dinner at Twenty-One or luncheon at the 
Plaza as may be found in the gossip col- 
umn written by a Middle Westerner turned 
New Yorker and sent each week to her 
home town newspaper. 

Miss Davenport's writing is sometimes 
cumbersome, though for the most part it is 
adequate. The real trouble with her novel 
is that she apparently has little to say.

In the foreign field, DeGaulle 
feels France and her Govern- 
ment must be strengthened to 
ward off what he terms the 
greatest menace in European 
history — the threat of Soviet 
control of the whole continent. 

To this end, DeGaulle has 
turned the RPF into an active, 
bitter opponent of the French 
Communist party which he has 
labeled a fifth column tool of. 
Moscow. 

The development of the RPF’s 
domestic and foreign platform 
planks is indicative of three traits 
im the general's deep, complicated 
and resolute character—his pride, 
his sense of superiority and his 
ability to profit by mistakes.

When De Gaulle suddenly re- 


signed as president of the provi- 


sional government in January 
1946, he explained he would not 
grapple with the nstant politi- 
cal bickering withir his coalition 
cabinet, nor contend with lesser 
minds who placed the interests of 
their. party wr the nation’s 
welfare. He retired to private life 
in a small home near the Bois de 
Boulogne and began work on his 


memoirs. 


His followers — obviously in- 
spired by the general—said De 
Gaulle was holding himself ready 
to serve the nation in case of 
catastrophe which they ~ confi- 
dently predicted would shortly be- 
fall the nation without him, 

De Gaulle waited, studied eco- 
nomics, history and other subjects 
useful to statesmen. The poli- 
ticians in Paris did indeed find 
themselves in more and more dif- 
ficulties. But no call came to 
De Gaulle. Nothing happened to 
him, in fact, for almost a year and 
a half. A few enthusiastic ad- 
mirers in the national legislature 
talked of forming a “Gauliét 
union” to support his well-known 
views on the constitution, but De 
Gaulle formally disassociated him- 
self from such a move. 

Finally, however, he decided 
that if the people did not come 

to him, he would have to go to 
the people just as in 1940 in Lon- 

don he began his series of broad-

Gingerly, quietly,. De Gaullle’s 
trusted lieutenants began visit- 

the cities and towns of 

France, re-establishing the con- 
tact with resistance networks 
built up during the occupation.

“patriotic demonstration” where 
he could make a speech as some 
‘monpment or other was being 
dedicated. 

With the groundwork thus laid, 
De Gaulle in the late spring of 
1947 proclaimed the RPF and 
asked Frenchmen to join his cru- 
sade. Offices were opened, mem- 
berships issued, modest “dues” 
were collected. The movement 
started slowly, in mid-summer it 
was still a negligible force. In 
August it picked up and in Sep- 
tember it really got rolling. 

De Gaulle, who still professes to 
scorn practical politics, had 
learned a lesson. 6

NTENSELY jealous of his own 
and Frapce’s independence, De 

Gaulle once suspected the United 
States of designs on the French 
empire. 
Flew to Moscow. 

While his country was still be- 
ing liberated by western armiest— 
most of them American and gill 
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under American command—De 
Gaulle flew to Moscow to sign a 
mutual aid pact with the Soviets. 
Thereafter he sought to improve 
France’s position in international 
affairs by attempting to play one 
of the great allies off against the 
other. 

He said then that France should 
align herself with neither the East 
nor the West. She should, instead, 
remain within herself and resume 
her place as the spiritual and po- 
litical fountain-head of western 
Europe. 

In the last year, however, the 
general has become increasingly 
anti-Soviet and anti-Communist. 
In a recent speech at Algiers, 
he admitted that his alliance 
with Russia was a mistake, that 
he thought the Soviets would 
“observe the rules” of interna- 
tional conduct. 


De Gaulle, who first admitted 
Communists to French Cabinet 
posts, said this was another mis- 
take. He thought, he has ex- 
plained, the Communists were— 
as they said—first of all good 
Frenchmen. 

The general now feels that 
Russian expansionism has re- 
placed the old-time pan-German- 
ism. He believes Russia, already 
in command of two-thirds of the 
continent, intends to expand to 
the Atlantic in the West, to the 
Indies in the Pacific. He attacks 
its dictatorial methods, its police 
state satellites and its “fifth 
column” tactics in the French 
Communist The man who 
welcomed Maurice Thorez as a 
cabinet minister now brands 
Thorez as a tool of Moscow who 
wo wreck the French Empire 
and ce the homeland under 
Soviet orders. 

The man who engaged in such 
heated “discussion with President 
Roosevelt at Casablanca in 1943, 
and who refused to meet the 
weary President at Algiers in 1945, 
now feels the United States is 
western Europe's one protector 
and hope for survival. 


The general has enthusiastically 
endorsed the Marshall Plan, and 
definitely placed himself in the 
western camp. He still hopes, how- 
ever, that with this American 
help he can build up an integrated 
western Europe strong enough on 
its own feet to resist the Soviet. 

* * * 

H Europe date back at least to 

the tragic summer of 1940 
when Britain’s Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill offered the be- 
leaguered French government an 
Anglo-French merger and com- 
mon citizenship to continue the 
struggle from Britain and the 
Empire. As Premier Paul Rey- 
naud’s newly-appointed assistant 
war secretary, De Gaulle favéred 
the union which Churchill himself 
urged upon the French in one last 
futile flight ta confer with Rey- 
naud’s harassed cabinet. 


The story is that De Gaulle en- 
countered Churchill in an ante- 
room that day and said that he, 
for one, was all for continuing 
the fight. Churchill told him to 
come to England he would take 
care of him. 

A few days later, De Gaulle 
established headquarters in a 
small office with a desk and a 
secretary who typed out De 
Gaulle’s message to the French 
people “France has lost a battle, 
but France has not lost the war.” 


Churchill placed the facilities of 
the BBC at the general’s disposal 
for that broadcast, and from then 
on De Gaulle was chief of the 
French .so far as England was 
concerned — much to Churchill’s 
occasional chagrin when the bel- 
ligerent prime minister found 
himself forced to deal with De 
Gaulle’s stubborn independence. 


Blacklisted by the Vichy regime, 
DeGaulle plunged into the work of 
festering resistance with character- 
istic vigor. He made many broad- 
casts, and was tireless in pro- 
claiming the “eternal glories” of 
France and the inevitability of 
her return to grandeur. French- 
men flocked to his standard. Aided

With America’s entry into war, 
DeGaulle went into a temporary 
eclipse because Washington main- 
tained relations with Vichy and 
had never recognized his free 
French. regime. 

DeGaulle indeed had led an ill- 
fated expedition against Dakar 
which failed when he refused to 
attack coastal] batteries. That, he 
said, would be fratricide. 

An American general mounted 
the ‘invasion of French North 
Africa with no regard for De- 
Gaulle. The general-in-exile was 
greatly offended to learn French 
soil had been penetrated without 
his being consulted, and more dis- 
turbed when the Americans in- 
stalled first Admiral Darlan, then 
General Henri Giraud, as the civil 
authority in Algiers. 


After Casablanca, a series of 
tedious negotiations opened be- 
tween DeGaulle and Giraud for a 
junction of their regimes. Thanks 
to the tireless diplomacy of Gen- 
eral Georges Catroux, the two 
were finally brought tagether 
under a sort of armed truce with- 
in the French Commttee of Na- 
tional Liberation. 


DeGaulle’s forces persisted in 
theif endeavor to take over full 
civil control. By the fall of 1943, 
in a series of adroit maneuvers, 
Giraud was eased out and the 
general took over. He remained 
at the helm until his resignation 
in 1946. Not, however, without a 
few more headaches for Allied 
leaders. 

Offended because he had been 
left in the cold on D-day plans, 
DeGaulle refused to make a radio 
appeal to the French population 
at the hour set by General Eigen- 
hower, 

By December 1944 DeGaulle was 
recognized by all three major al- 
lies as president of the Provision- 
al Government. Four years earlier, 
Marshal Petain had signed a de- 


French citizenship, 
In all those. years, DeGaulle 


actually was—as he told Roose- 
velt at Casablanca — a spiritual 
leader just as much as Jeanne 
d'Arc, a political influence as po- 
tential as Clemenceau.

ORN Nov. 22, 1890, at Lille in

e flowers that bloom in the 
fall may not be as plentiful as 
those of springtime, but many 
have finer coloring. Chrysarrthe- 
mums, chaelmas daisies and 
heleniums come in rich jewel 
tones, and fall blossoms of an- 
nuals and hybrid roses are gorge- 
ously clear and bright, 

The copper and gold of the 
helenium, or Helen's flower, 
brings the first touch of autumn 
to the flower border. Especially 
fine is a variety, called Pumilum 
magnificum, a plant which grows 
from 12 to 18 inches high, and is 
covered with large pale yellow 
flowers from July until frost. Oth- 
er varieties are from three to four 
feet tall, with colors ranging from 
terra cotta to deep shades of 
copper and orange. Helenium 
may be planted in spring or fall, 
and is most effective when plants 
are massed about two feet apart. 
It thrives in ordinary good garden 
soil, but particularly enjoys a sun- 
ny ‘ 
Another attractive golden flow- 
er for fall is the helianthus, or 
perennial sunflower. The double 
variety starts blooming in the 
summer, and clear yellow 
blossoms that look like small 
dahlias. It grows about four feet 
high, and it makes a decorative 
background for iow growing 
mums or hardy asters. 

If a rank growing flower is de- 
sired for a sereen planting, the 
single helianthus is a good choice. 
Mrs. Marvin C. 8. Hamilton, who 
lives on Teasdale avenue in Uni- 
versity City, uses this flower to 
conceal the compost pile, and re- 
ports that it frequently grows 
eight feet tall. “I'll have room for 
it as long as I have a vacant lot,” 
she explains. “After that I don't 
know where I’ll ~ it.” The yel- 
low blossoms with mahogany cen- 
ters are so attractive that they 
were used for the tea table ar- 
rangement at the recent house 
tour and flower show of the Clay- 
ton Garden Club.

Big Carl Lived on B 


Gangster Shelton Survived Many Attempts on His Life 
by Rival Mobsters to Become an Easy-Going Farmer— 


But in the End, He Died in True Gangland Style 


THE SHELTON BOYS IN THEIR HEY-DAY.

ARL SHELTON, who died the 

other day in a ditch with 16 

bullets in ‘him, had, as a 
matter of fact, been living for 
more than 20 years on borrowed 
time. He was both symbol and 
hangover of an era of gangsterism 
which was marked by murder, 
robbery and terrorism. The fact 
that he himself had long escaped 


‘being a victim of his own mode 


of living might be called a mod- 
ern miracle. 

At least it was a source of great 
disappointment to his ancient 
enemies, the Birger gang, with 
which he and his followers fought 
a long and bloody war for control 
of southern IIlinois, and there 
wasn't a Birger gangster who 
wouldn't have traded his chances 
for a gangster funeral for the 
1 2 4 to do Carl in,

war between Carl Shelton and 
Charlie Birger, gunmen in the 
latter’s mob laid traps for Shelton, 
trailed him, and tried various 
— means to bring about his 
end, 

Before the war ended, with the 
hanging of Birger for the killing 
of a Shelton henchman, some 40 
men had died violently, but Carl, 
the chief target of ~— tommy 
guns, lived to rétire to his farm 
near Fairfield, III., and live the 
life of a gentleman farmer. 

There he became known as a 
friendly, slow-talking, easy-going 
man who gave to charities, helped 
people when they needed it, and 
lived a sober, respectable life. 
Perhaps time will so soften the 
legend of Carl Shelton that some- 
Gay he will be looked upon as 


There is 
evidence of it already. 

There is also evidence that Carl 
and his brothers, Earl and Bernie, 
had the same impersonal, almost 
casual attitude toward murder 
and robbery which marked men 
like Al Capone and Dutch Schultz, 
And while the Sheltons and the 
Birgers were country gangsters, 
they played for keeps, Though the 
stakes were smaller, they fought 
for them the same way, with 
rifles, pistols and tommy guns. 

Carl and his brothers were born 
and raised in Wayne county near 
where Carl died. Their parents 
were God-fearing people. They 
went to the rural schools, and 
when Carl was 19 years old, he 
was teaching a Sunday School 
class at Beach Bluff church, It 
was shortly after that that he 
drifted to St. Louls where he 
clerked for a time in several gro- 
cery stores. Then he got a job 
driving a taxicab for the now ex- 
tinct Columbia Cab Co., but later 
went back to Illinois, where his 
brothers, Earl and Bernie, were 
=e as coal miners at Carter- 
ville, 
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ARL worked as a miner and 
C rose td the job of inspector. As 

an inspector he was moved to 
the Herrin area, where he lived 
for a time. He and his brothers 
pooled their resources and decided 
to open a saloon in East St. Louis. 
It was a legitimate saloon, run in 
an orderly fashion, and the boys 
were respected saloonkeepers, 
Then came prohibition. Bootleg- 
ging was a natural step. From 
bootlegging they moved into liquor 
running on a big scale, becoming 
distributors in that area. 

One of the men working for 
them, moving liquor in from vari- 
ous points on the coast and from 
Canada, was Charley Harris, the 
man accused of having shot Carl. 
Charley had been raised with Carl 
and was a boyhood friend. He 
was doing all right as a liquor 
runner until he went to Canada 
to purchase a shipment and de- 
cided he could make a lot more 
money if he just bought it him- 
self and became a free agent. He 
decided he would make even more 
money if he paid for it with some 
counterfeit bills he had acquired. 
But Uncle Sam frowned on buy- 
ing liquor with counterfeit money, 
He was arrested, and Carl spent 
$1600 in his defense. But he was 
sent to Leavenworth for 10 years. 

Apologists for the Sheltons point 
out that originally their only crime 
was liquor running, and that they 
were forced into gangsterism, 
first by S. Glenn Young, the Klan 
leader who had sworn to clean 
out all liquor runners and to shoot 
Carl; and later by Charley Birger, 
who declared war on them over 
territorial rights for liquor and 
slot machines. 

At its height, the war between 
the Shelton and Birger gangs 
was a running battle over the 
highways and side roads of south- 
ern Wlinois, with members of the

two gangs shooting at one another 
from improvised “tanks” and ar- 
mored cars, culminating with the 
dropping of bombs from an alr- 
plane on the Birger stronghold, 
ironically known as “Shady Rest.“ 

The two gangs laughed at the 
law and murder warrants gath- 
ered dust on the desks of state and 
county peace officers who were 
afraid to serve them, And who 
can blame them? A small town 
sheriff with his average staff of 
two deputies stood little chance 
against 12 or 15 armed gangsters 
who had demonstrated time and 
again how little they thought of 
human life. 

Carl and his brother first hit 
the front pages early in 1924 when 
they were charged with the mur- 
der of Constable Caesar Cagle in 
Klan and anti-Klan riots at Her- 
rin, Ill, Cagle was an ardent 
Klansman and follower of S. Glenn 
Young, who, with his followers, 
were out to drive vice from south- 
ern Illinois. The only trouble with 
Young was that he employed gang- 
ster methods himself, and about 
the only thing he ever brought 
about befere he was finally done 
in himself was more rioting and 
bloodshed. 

Cagle was shot during rioting 
between the two factions on Feb- 
ruary 8, 1924. According to Art 
Newman,. who had been a. Shel- 
ton man before he switched over 
to the Birger gang, and who later 
set himself up as a sort of self- 
styled historian of the gang war, 
the Sheltons had a dual motive in 
killing Cagle. For one thing he 
was a Klansman. The Shelton 
boys, who at that time were be- 
ginning to get into the big time 
as bootleggers and saloon opera- 
tors, joined with the rest of their 
class in fighting the efforts of the 
Klan to clean them out.

One night the 
sweet was pudding with a rasp- 
berry sauce. On Sunday night 
it was ice cream and gelatin. 
After dinner the High Table 
went to the Senior Common 
Room, To save laundry we took 
our dining napkins. There we 
had a choice of port or ma- 
deira, apples or pears, and cof- 
fee. In 1931 on a return from 
an extensive trip in Russia, I 
- dined with the fellows of near- 
by Brasenose College. At that 
time the Senior Common Room 
there offered such delicacies as 
‘ snuff, fruit, nuts, several wines 
and whisky. These luxuries ap- 
parently will be gone from Ox- 
ford for we * sd ass years. 


In one particular, Oxford 
hasn’t changed much, The 
rooms are as cold or colder 
as a quarter century ago, ex- 
cept for a time during a coal 
strike that forced us to use 
peat, which gives only the illu- 
sion of warmth. There is no 
central heating in Oxford liv- 
ing quarters. Now there is no 
coal for the rooms. Instead 
there is a small electric heater, 
with a warmth radius of about 
three feet in the sitting rooms. 
An igloo would be cosier than 
those high-ceilinged rooms. 
And Eskimos don't keep the 
windows open, 

At a harpsichord concert in 
the dining hall on a Sunday 
night, many of the men in 
the audience kept on their ov- 
ercoats, The concert artist, 
Ralph Kirkpatrick, an Ameri- 
can who had just finished a 
tour in Italy, said that he was 
delighted to play such music 
in a place where it belonged. 
The harpsichord demands a 
much lighter touch and great- 
er finger dexterity than the 
piano. His playing won the 
warm approval of the connois- 
seurs. He rubbed his hands 
briskly during each interval. 
Grey, clammish England must 
have been a change from sun- 
ny Italy. 

Like American universities, 
Oxford is terribly overcrowd- 
ed. Here, however, it is town 
as well as gown because the 
city has become an enlarged 
industrial community. 

Before World War I, my old 


college, Lincoln, which is one 
of 25 or 26 similar groups with 
larger or smaller enrollments, 
had an undergraduate body of 
80 to 100. After World War 
I, the size swelled to 180 and 
the dons wondered how they 
would ever manage. Such 
things just couldn’t be allowed. 
It dropped to about 120 dur- 
ing the depressed 30's. 


But today there are 263 un- 
dergraduates on the books, the 
largest enrollment since its 
founding in 1429 as “a little 
college of theologians,” who 
were to go out into the world 
to “defend the mysteries of 
the sacred page against those 
ignorant laics who profaned 
with swinish snouts its most 
holy pearls.” In other words to 
lay low the followers of Wy- 
cliffe. 

Of this large number more 
than half are veterans. One 
undergraduate, admittedly an 
exception, is 40 years old. 
There is a former colonel of 
the RA.F. and many majors 
and captains. Quite a few of 
the students are married and 
the pram has taken the place 
of the motorbike as a proud 
possession among the students. 
Women and babies are seen in 
the quadrangles but, so far 
at least, the wives are not al- 
lowed to live in the colleges. 
That would be a revolution in 
Oxford. 

Many of the veterans are liv- 
ing on governmental grants 
similar to those provided in our 
G.I. Bill of Rights. The British 
grants barely cover expenses. 
This and the fact that most of 
the other students came from 
the middle and upper middle 
classes that have been hit hard- 
est by the inflation here explain 
the present rarity of an old uni- 
versity sight — the undergradu- 
ate with his inevitable pipe or 
cigarette. 

With cigarettes at three shil- 
lings and sixpence (70 cents) 
for 20 and pipe tobacco four to 
six shillings (80 cents to 51.20) 
an ounce, smoking is indeed a 
luxury beyond the purse of 
most students. 

Housing is a serious problem. 
The colleges were built for 
about a third of the present 
enrollments. The town is 


crowded with people who live 
here the year around, Some stu- 
dents are living 10 to 15 miles 
away from the university and 
come to lectures and tutorials 
by bus. As in the American 
universities, the veterans are 
serious students and are work- 
ing hard to get ahead in the 
shortest possible time, The old 
timers say they are missing 
“the real Oxford,” which was 
noted for its leisure, its poise 
and also its pose. 

The dons are overworked and 
do not know the meaning of 
the 40-hour week which is en- 
gulfing the United Kingdom. 
One don I know hag 40 tuto- 
rials a week. He sees that many 
students separately for at least 
one hour, This leaves him scant 
time for his other scholastic 
and college duties. 
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The tearooms and restau- 
rants are jammed. Hotels will 
serve only their own guests. 
One can hardly make one’s way 
through such famous book- 
shops as Blackwell's and 
Parker’s, where prices for old 
books and prints are not yet 
inflated. 

As in London, the American 
can find little to buy at reason- 
able costs, Prices seem to be 
outrageous, This is partly due 
to the high purchase or sales 
tax on virtually everything ex- 
cept the necessities of life. 
Clothing is beyond a foreigner’s 
reach because the Government 
has found no way of allotting 
coupons to a visitor with dol- 
lars. 

In Moscow and other large 
Russian cities before the war 
there were “torgsin” stores in 
which American and other for- 
eign currencies were accepted 
for Russian wares. In his 
search for the much needed 
dollars, young Harold Wilson, 
president of the Board of 
Trade, might well look into the 
Russian idea for sales without 
the purchase tax and without 
coupons to us, the fortunate 
Americans. 

If England, despite its neces- 
sary “austerity,” could rebuild 
its tourist trade, a lot of dol- 
lars could be had from Ameri- 
cans and others without the 
cost of exporting the goods 
from this island.

FP the term “junior” carries a 

faint connotation of “second 

edition” or n copy,” 
yo Franklin D. osevelt Jr. 
can take it and like it. He is not 
worried when someone says: 
“He’s just like his father.” He 
wishes it were 80. 

But since Nature doesn't go 
in much for duplicates or mirror 
images in succeeding generations, 
he igs prepared to e advantage 
of a fortunate similarity, when 
possible, and go it on his own 
where the resemblance runs out. 

Not long ago, young Franklin 
broke with a tradition that had 
been honored by both the Oyster 
Bay and Hyde Park branches of 
the Roosevelt family. President 
Truman offered him his father’s 
old job as Under Secretary of the 
Navy, a post that also had been 


filled by the first Theodore Roose- 


velt and by Theodore Roosevelt 
Jr. He declined it. There is no 
reason to believe that he was 
making a point of avoiding his 
father’s footsteps. His motives 
are amply explained by his an- 
swer to my question: “Do you in- 
tend to run for public office?” 

“If you mean immediately; no” 
he said and then went on: “A 
young man who believes himself 
qualified should prepare himself 
for public service. 'That may or 
may not mean orfering for public 
office. So far as thé latter is con- 
cerned, however, you can’t make 
a decision all by yourself. There 
should be some evidence that 
you’re wanted and you ought to 
have a record indicating your ca- 
pacity. 

“I believe too that a man in 
politics should have another ca- 
reer. It's a matter of being inde- 
pendent. 80 I am practicing 
law.” " 

He is also practicing political 
techniques through functions he 
has assumed as a member of the 
Democratic Party, the American 
Veterans Committee, and the 
Americans for Democratic Action. 
As a result, he is as busy as the 
busiest avowed candidate. His 
calendar is jammed and at least 
half of his activities—a trip to 
Washington for the AVC, 4 flight

Recently 
both Roosevelt and his wife were 
picked up at Lake Success, L. I., 
for staging, a race through the 
community.

When it’s all added up, this rec- 
ord of indiscretions hardly seems 
formidable. True, the junior F.D.R. 
was no sober-sides in college, but 
the unrecorded exploits of many 
another Joe College would make 
far more sensational reading. 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt Jr.— 
now 33 years old and on the 
threshold of a political career 
which he will do everything 
legitimate to promote—was born 


„August 17, 1914, at Campobello 


Island, New Brunswick, where 
his family had spent the summer 
for years. At that time his father 
had passed through only a minor 
phase of his political life and 
was still more distinguished as a 
Dutchess county squire and a re- 
mote kinsman of Teddy Roose- 
velt than for anything: else. Not- 
ing that the new-born babe had 
been entered at Groton when he 
was a day old, a casual prophet 
might have murmured, “Groton- 
Harvard-Hyde Park“ and thought 
that he was setting up the limits 
that would enclose the whole fu- 
ture life of this fledgling. And 
the. first 12 years would have 
borne him out.

‘OUNG Franklin learned 

French before English at the 

hands of tutors and govern- 
esses and, at the age of 12, went 
into the first form—or seventh 
grade—at Groton School. 

Franklin Jr. was at Groton for 
six years and fitted the environ- 
ment ectly. In many respects 
Groton mbles an English pub- 
lic school. The discipline is strict 
ahd there is a consistent moral 
indoctrination. But most of the 
pupils come from the nation’s 
richest and most prominent fam- 
flies and there is a general aware- 
ness of that fact though it is 
combined with the idea that the 
best people“ should leave the 


world better than they found it. 


Franklin challenged none of 
this and made a good record. 
He played football, made the 
crew, did well in his studies and 
developed an interest in campus 
politics that some of his asso- 
clates thought was a little exces- 
sive. From Groton he naturally 
gravitated to Harvard. 

At Harvard, Franklin Jr. was 
more preoccupied with the social 
whirl than he had ever been be- 
fore. Yet his scholastic record 
was not bad—an average of B 
minus for the four years—and he 
also played squash, rowed on the 
crew and was a member of the 
Hasty Pudding Dramatic Club. It 
was in his Harvard years that he 
began to get on a genuine man- 
to-man footing with his father 
and from many long discussions 


young Franklin emerged with an 
altered and considerably more se- 
rious view of life and its respon- 
sibilities. 

His awakening interest in the 
political scene led him to make 
a trip on the Presidential train in 
1936. One of the stops was a 
water station in North Dakota, It 
was reached at an hour when the 
Presidential party was asleep but 
a crowd had gathered and some 
members of the group thought 
that somebody should say ‘a few 
words and pass on the President's 


regrets. 
F tantly putting on a bathrobe 

he stepped on to the platform 
and started to explain in a sleepy 
voice why his father couldn’t ap- 
pear. An old woman standing on 
the edge of the crowd interrupted. 

“Who is this young squirt,” she 
demanded. “I rode 40 miles to hear 
the President of the United States 
and I want to hear him. Bring on 
Mr. Coolidge.” 

Franklin Jr- was married in 
1937 to Ethel du Pont, daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Eugene du Pont. 
Aside from the fact that the du 
Ponts were associated in the public 
mind with the “economic royalists” 
whom F.D.R. Sr. had so often cas- 
tigated, the match was not sur- 
prising. F. D. R. Jr. had met Miss 
du Pont at a debutante party on 
Long Island and had courted her 
assiduously throughout his stay at 
Harvard, After his graduation 
from Harvard and a honeymoon 
trip to Europe the young Roose- 
velts moved to Charlottesville, Va., 
where Franklin studied law at the 
University of Virginia. In 1938 a 
son was born to the couple. .He 
was promptly named Franklin D. 
Roosevelt III and registered at 
Groton. They have still another 
son, also entered at Groton. 

In 1940, Franklin Jr., took a 
fling at speechmaking during his 
father’s campaign for the Presi- 
dency and helped organize clubs of 
Young Democrats. After short 
periods with two New York law 
firms, he entered the U. S. Navy 
as an Ensign and was assigned to 
the destroyer Mayrant. What the 
long talks with his father had 
started his service in the Navy 
continued and developed, for F.D.

RANKLIN was chosen. Reluc- 


R. Jr. came out of the war (asa. 


Lieutenant Commander) with an 
unshakeable feeling of résponsi- 
bility to all of society and regard- 
ing himself as a spokesman—if 
needed—for service men. 

His war record was distin- 
guished. In service on the May- 
rant during the Sicilian cam- 
paign he was often under fire. 
During a trying moment when his 
ship was a target for attacking 
planes, ha noted that a gunner 
named Nuncio Camarata had his 
dungarees rolled up. Roosevelt

called ta him to roll them down 
as a protection against burns but 
the gunner didn’t hear. Franklin 
rushed over to the gunner and 
began to pull down the dunga- 
rees himself. Just then an enemy 
plane dropped a bomb, frag- 
ments of which tore off the gun- 
ner’s leg and wounded Roosevelt 
He 
immediately applied a tourniquet 
to Camarata’s leg, then picked 
him up, threw him over his shoul- 
der, carried him down two ladders, 
across a narrow gang plank and 
finally deposited him on a mess 
table that was being used tem- 
porarily by the medical staff. He 
was awarded the Silver Star for 
this. Subsequently he was placed 
in command of the Destroyer es- 
cort Ulvert M. Moore which he 
operated in Philippine waters. 
After sinking a Jap submarine 
off Mindoro, he was cited for the 
coolness and efficiency of his di- 
rection and was later decorated 
with the Legion of Merit. 

News of his father’s death came 
to Franklin when he was cruising 
in Pacific waters not far from 
Okinawa. A brother officer woke 
him up early one morning, hand-

Unfortunately 
the cleaning up process didn’t get 
nearly the same publicity that the 
Communist efforts to control the 
organization had received.” 

The AVC policy of being an 
organization of service men with 
a social — rather than a specifi- 
cally veteran’s program is still 
Roosevelt’ „ Pon His AVC work, 
however, is. largely devoted to 
housing. <As chairman of the 
Housing Committee, he is press- 
ing for rier of the 
ner-Ellender ll and its imple- 
mentation on state levels. In the 
prosecution of this purpose he has 
tangled with the American Legion 
which he accused of being an “er- 
rand boy” of the Real Estate in- 
terests and was accused, in return, 
of “playing politics” with housing. 

In this episode and in others, 
he has shown that he can keep

After getting out of the service 
and looking around a bit, Frank- 
lin took the advice of several of 
his friends and went into the law 
firm of Charles Poletti, former 
Lieutenant Governor of New York 
and an Allied Military Governor 
in Italy. His boss thinks he has 
a future in the law, whatever his 
political destiny. 

“Franklin Roosevelt has an in- 
cisive legal mind, great: power. of 
absorption of facts and well bal- 
anced judgment, “said Poletti, 
“and he’s a hard worker.” 

E ..&-..% 
RANKLIN’S political philos- 
ophy is always expressed in 
concrete terrhs. He’s for hous- 

ing or price controls — always 
something definite. He avoids 
generalizations and abstractions. 


When asked if he thought there 


was any real future for liberalism 
he replied: 

“Of course. This country, in 
fact, MUST be liberal. It’s ‘our 
only hope of avoiding the totali- 
tarianism of the left or the right. 
But liberal doctrine should be re- 
duced to a definite program which 
is necessarily temporary since ob- 
jectives will shift from timb to 
time.” 

F. D. R. Jr., who is “just like his 
father” in being a slightly-left-of- 
center liberal, looks more like his 
mother, especially when. seen at 
closer range. His teeth are large 
and prominent but do not pro- 
trude, his lips are full, his eyes 
are light blue and he turns. them 
on his visitor with an engaging 
appearance of frankness. 

he is six feet, four, and 
weighs 200 pounds, he is likely to 
be the tallest man in almost any 
group he joins. There was an 
officer on the Mayrant, however, 
who was six feet, six. The crew 
called him “Big Pancho.” Roose- 
velt was known to {hems as “Little 
Pancho.” 

One of Franklin assets, which 
should be of incalculable value to 
him in a political career, is a 
manner that makes him approach 
able by anybody of any station or 
quality of mind, He is also cred- 
ited with having a wide range of 
interests. He is, for instance, 
something of a musician and once 
composed a song called “The Rest 
of My Life.” ~ 

Though he reacts quickly to a 
question or a suggested subject 
when in conversation, he always 
waits until his vis-a-vis has fin- 
ished talking. And as he waits 
he has the air of an absorbed 
listener. If it’s a trick, it’s a 
good one. 

In saying that he has no pres- 
ent intention of running for public 
office, F.D.R. Jr. apparently dis- 
posed of the rumor that he would 
be a candidate for lieutenant gov- 
ernor of New York at the next 
election. His ultimate intention, 
however, seems unmistakable. 
About a year ago he spent a day 
with Winston Churchill. “When 
they partea, Churchill’s advice 
was: “Go into’ politics immedi- 
ately.”

International Contemporary Display at 
Noonan-Kocian—Five Other Shows

An exhibition of 24 paintings by 
Aaron Douglas, head of the art 
department of Fisk University, 
Memphis, Tenn., opened yesterday 
at People’s Art Center, 3657 Gran- 
del square. artist, 
known for his murals in New 
York public buildings, has won a 
Barnes Foundation scholarship 
and two Julius Rosenwald Foun- 
dation fellowships. He hag ex- 
hibited widely but this showing 
is his first in St. Louis.

Carl Cori is head of the department 

of biological chemistry, his wife a professor 
in department. Both conduct regular 
classes, so research time in the field of their 
main interest, enzyme chemistry, is subject 
to interruptions. They try to keep shop talk 
to a minimum at home, but the Coris often 
have found it of advantage to review more 
troublesome problems there. 
That happened one November evening 
in 1935. For a week they had been incubating 
batches of ground frog-muscle tissue in a 
solution of phosphate. An enzyme in the tissue 
should’ have produced a certain intermediate 
substance formed in muscles from glycogen, 
a form of starch stored there. This —— 
didn’t appear, but another with different 
chemical: properties did. 

Mulling over this puzzler after dinner, Dr. 
Carl Cori decided the enzyme had formed a 
type of intermediate product unknown u 
to then.

Tests 
proved he scored a brilliant bull’s-eye. 

Enzymes are catalysts which are formed 
in the body and enable the tissues to carry 
out a large number of chemical reactions. 


To carry on their study, the Coris isolated 
the one found in muscle tissue, and named it 
phosphorylase. They found it also is present 
in the liver, brain and heart, and in yeast. 

7 1939 they were able to prove that 
phaspharylase works two ways — it breaks 
down glycogen into blood sugar in the liver 
when the body needs energy, converts excess 
glucose into glycogen for reserve fuel. They 
also showed that phosphate and glucose-|- 
~~ are necessary in the conversion. 

eir discoveries, the Coris emphasize, 
have no direct therapeutic value. Rather they 
contribute to the knowledge of body processes. 
This has the effect of broadening the founda- 
tion of future treatment of diseases resulting 
from abnormalities in the processes. 

Away from the laboratory, the Coris 
share a warm companionship that began in 
1914 when they were medical students at 
Prague, then an Austrian city. There they 
did their first team research—c.nd in recreation 
hours climbed nearby mountains together.
